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BOATMAN TELLS 
OF LOST WOMAN

MELBOURNE, Australia, July 19- 


—A native boatman tacking 
his 


coasting skiff into the harbor at Port 
Darwin, chattered a tale of the kid- 
naping of white women by blacks 
which blanched the 
faces 
of 
bis 


hearers and drove Australians to 
varms and a rescue expedition, altho 
.the tragedy took place more than a 
year ago. 


The government has authorized 


the administrator of the northern 
territory to enlist volunteers and 
arm a strong relief force to go into 
the 
fearsome, unexplored islands 


adjoining the ruged north coast in 
search of Mrs. James Willetts and 
her daughter, who were carried off 
by aborigines after the entire crew 
and 
the 
male passengers of the 


steamer Douglas Mawson had been 
speared to death on the sands of the 
gulf of Carpentaria. 


The last seen of the unfortunate 


mother and daughter,- who, it is be- 
lieved, may long since have died, 
was as they disappeared into the 
hushes surrounded by their 
black 


captors 
who shook 
spears 
and 


threatened to kill the women if black 
native witnesses 
to the tragedy 


attempted rescue. 


The steamer Douglas Mawson dis- 


appeared in March, 1923, and 
six 


months later was listed as lost by 
Lloyds. 
The fate of the vessel's 


crew was unknown—until by chance 
•—the_native crew of a small coasting 
boat recently visited some islands 
adjacent to thew ild, almost unin- 
habited coast of the northern terri- 
tory. 


From blacks who live on the 


slopes near Cape Wilberforce, the 
native boatmen heard for the first 
time the story of the 
end of the 


Douglas Mawson. 
The steamer, it 


appeared, had been trading in the 
gulf just before the disaster. 
The 


shipwrecked party made their way 
to the beach in a small boat. Sub- 
sequently, a large force of black 
aborigines, a. fierce tribe from out of 
the bush, rushed upon the survivors. 


The males, putting up what re- 


sistance they could, were impaled on 
the sands with huge spears, and later 
buried. 


The two women, wife and daugh- 


ter of James Willetts, a passenger 
who boarded the steamer at Nor- 
manton, 
were • carefully 
spared, 


when the slaughter was over, the 
blacks moved off into the bush, tak- 
ing the women. 


Once, when a search party of na- 


tives 
would have intervened, the 


aborigines made signs 
that they 


would spear their captives to death 
if a rescue were attempted or if the 
women made any effort to signal 
their plight to possible passing ves- 
sels. 


Representative 
Nelson, from the 


northern territory, yesterday urged 
Premier Bruce to sen* armed i men 
to search for Mrs. Willetts and her 
daughter in the hope they may yet 
he rescued. The government autho- 
rized 
the enlistment of volunteers 


and the re-onforcement of the north- 
ern police for a strong force will be 
necessary.

lespie of New Rochelle, N. Y., when 
she was directing the near east re- 
lief orphanage in the former Turk- 
ish capital.

LONDON, July 19.—The American 


and European colonies are in a state 
of consternation, following reports 
from Teheran, the Persian capital, 
that Major Imbrie.

Commissioner Schroeder tendered 


to Commissioner Cowgill on Satur- 
day a note of warning — an invita- 
tion to lay off fire hydrants as feed- 
ers for his 
sprinkler carts. The 


street department head 
countered 


•with a rapid nre note stating that he 
is right, that flushers are useless 
without flushing fluid and that a 
most unhealthy condition will exist 
if sprinkling comes to a halt 


Mr. Schroeder says that 
fire 


hydrants are for emergency use in 
time ot fire. If one of them goes on 
the blink and firemen are put to the 
task of carrying water in pails be- 
cause of the unfitness. he will not be 
responsible. Mr. Cowgill says that 
if people sicken and die because of 
lack of sprinkling facilities he will 
not be responsible. 


The water department head, how- 


ever, insists that there's no earthy 
need of tapping fire hydrants for 
street sprinkling. Regular sprinkling 
hydrants were installed under Com- 
missioner Hensley. If this system is 
not in working condition, he says, it 
is the fault of the street department. 
Mr. Schroeder's warning: 


"I hereby notify you that you must 


find some way ot obtaining water tor 
flushing streets other than thru fire 
hydrants. We have found many of 
them out of repair. 
Fire hydrants 


are for emergencies and for the use 
of the fire department." 


Mr. Schroeder complains 
that 


hydrants used for flushing are often 
found in leaky condition. 
Caps are 


not always replaced. The repair 
bill is more than the value of water 
used. 
The main idea, however, is 


to protect life and property by hav- 
ing adequate facilities.

Burlington and Rock Island File

The Burlington and Rock Island 


railroad companies have filed a pro- 
test with State Tax Commissioner 
Smith against the valuation- placed 
by the state board upon their prop- 
erty this year for assessment pur- 
poses. 
They ask for a 
hearing 


which will be granted next Wednse- 
day when the board takes up the 
equalization of farm lands. 


The Burlington is assessed on a 


total valuation of $137,588,671. The 
company alleges this should be re- 
duced to $114,576,881, a reduction of 
$23,000,000. The company contends 
that farm lands are valued at 58 per 
cent of their actual cash value. 


The 
Rock 
Island 
property 
is 


valued by the board at $9,573.161, 
which the company says is about 
double its actual worth which is

president. 
How do candidates for president 


and vice president get a place on the 
general election ballot in Nebraska-

The primary law does not 


exempt candidates for president or 
vice president from those to be nom- 
inated, neither does it mention them 
in the list to be nominated.

MEN AND THINGS 


In spite of the claims made for the imagina- 


tion as a power in creative literature, there are 
walks of wirting wherein its product falls far 
.short of equalling that which has its inspira- 
tion in age, experience and observation. Im- 
agination has the trick of misleading its pos- 
Besaor and creating for him a •world that has 
no counterpart in the real. Men must have a 
background before they can write of things as 
they are, and it can be acquired only by living 
and digesting what one takes 
into himself. 


Such a one may not possess the technical skill 
of the other, but he makes a deeper impression 
because he appeals to the unspoken in the 
breasts ot many who have traveled the same 
path as himself. 


Men almost universally love dogs, and we 


have a theory that it is because the distin- 
guishing feature of most ot the dogs is the one 
conspicuous lacking In most bipeds, that of fi- 
delity. If one but stops to analyze most of the 
things taht trouble and vex us as a people and 
as individuals he -will find that some species of 
bad faith or treachery are the foundation or 
moving causes. We are vow breakers despite 
the lesson that the centuries have taught us of 
the value of steadfastness as a rule of conduct 
We prove it when we pay the tribute we always 
do to those who have been loyal and true. 


That delightful Frenchman Montaigne held 


to the conviction that the souls of emperors 
and cobblers are cast in the same mould. He 
argued that the weight and importance of the 
actions of princes considered—he lived in a 
day when their tread was mighty upon the 
earth—we persuade ourselves that they must 
be produced by some as weighty and important 
causes. 
Yet his observation led him to say 


that they are pushed back and pulled on in 
their movements by the same springs that we 
are in our little matters, and the same reason 
that makes us wrangle with a neighbor causes 
a war between princes, or that which mikes 
us whip a lackey, falling into the hands of a 
king, makes him ruin a whole province. The 
wisdom of the ancients is the wisdom of the 
ages. 


The sweet and the bitter are no more thoroly 


mixed than in memory. We sometimes think 
of it as a golden casket out of which we may, 
when we will, pluck some shining recollection, 
but it is also aUeaden coffin that in the con- 
vulsion of thought tosses into the mind the re- 
membrance of an unworthy action or neglected 
duty or carelessly 
passed over opportunity. 


And how unconcernedly do we gather this 
store. Memory is not a mirror that reflects 
what we -svish to see. Cicero said it all when 
he wrote: "I also remember what I would not; 
but I cannot forget what I would."
